NEAR CITY OF TRENT

Austrians Forced Back
Upon Rovereto as Fort-
ress of Serravalle Falls
Before Heavy Artillery
of Invaders,

Driving upon Trent from threa di-
reotlone, the Itallnne have reached n
point only meven miles from that oty
on tha weat, and are already about &4
milea nway on the south.

In thelr main offendlve up the Valley
of the Adige, the Italiann forced the
Austrinns to evacuate the fortress of
Borravalle and are pdvaneing upon Ro-
véroto, where a deaperate battle In ex-
peoted. The Austriana hava fallen
baek upon Morl,

Itallan troops lforced thelr way up
the Valley of the Glurdlcaria from the
Lombardy border, west of Lake Garda,
nnd oeccupled the summit of Bpessa,
near Btoro. They then advanced and
with heavy artillery destroyed the mod-
ern fort at Vezane, acocupying the town
of the gume nume, which is seven mlles
from Trent,

In the Dolomite Alps, to the east of
Trent, on the bordar of the Austrian
Tyrol, a great artillery duel s raging
abova the clouds. On the northeastern
frontler of Itnly, In the Carrle Alps,
the Itallang have selzed the passes, One
force (n this district la bombarding the

Austrian fort at Malborgetto, while an-
other foree Ia advancing up the Rae |
Raceolano Valley townrd Predil Pass,

In the Trieate campaign the Austri-
any are strengthening thelr poaitions

ROME, Muy Sl.—Austrian troops have
evacuated Fort Berravalle, In the Adige
Valley, and are falling back upon the
Trentino village of Morl, 18 milles south
of Trent.

Two policamen found the dying man.
He had n fractured akull, ons of his legs
wun broken, his lip and sealp were torn
and his btody was coversd With brulses,
the ovident effactn of being stiuck by the
aito, In addition thers was n bullet
wound In his head, and he held & revolvar
with one chumber axploded In hin Hand.
He died shortly after he was taken to
the Homeopathle Hosplial,

SUICIDE THEORY ADVANCED.

A theory was ndvanced that Weckeaper,
who wis g watehman living at 1023 Brown
atreet, had been despondent hecauwa phy-
sl¢inne hiad told him he would lose his

avenight; that he had gone out in the
atreel at 3 o'clock yesterday morning to
kil himself, and had been run over by
the auto ns he lay In the street dying of

| his melf-Infiieted wound.

'This theory was wonkensd, howavar, by
the fact that pleces of the broken lens of
the auto’s headllght wers found Imbeadded
In Weckesser's flosh, and It seemed hardly
possihle that the headlight could have
been braken by the auto's running down
h prostrate man,

POLICEMAN HBAW AUTO,

There fa other evidence to show that
the shot which was fired by Weckesasr
followed the gputo naccldent. Polleeman
Welgand was stunding at sth and Brown
streets and sew the auto speeding away,
Then he heard what gounded lke a ghot,

and supposed ot first that the tre had
blown out, But the auto kept on with
apparent!y undameged tires and Welgand
came to the conclualon that It had really
been p revolver, A minute later he wauh
bending over Waeckesser, who must have
fired immediately nfter the autoists hoad
brutally left him. Sergeant Mattield, who
was nearby, also heard a shot.

Detective Callahan, of the “murder
Eqund,” belleves thut the autoist tried
to lift the injured man, but when they
found hls legs were broken, declded to
hurry oftf Instead of taking him to a hos-
pltal, whers his pain could seon hnve
been alleviated; and there {8 no reason to
belleve that Wecesser would have died
of the Injuries,
